Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy, or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of threo years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader

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How the British Died a 
Delhi 


Early of a May morning in the 
year 1857, there rode into Delhi, cap- 
ital of northern India, tha mutinous 
remnants of two mative regiments. 
“These men had slain their British 
officers in Meerut, thirty-six miles 
away, fired houses, murdered women 
and children; then riding hard they 
had come into Delhi, swarming, into 
the palace of Bahadur Shah,, deposed 
mogul, who -was living in that. inake- 
believe state nzland saw fit to tol- 
erate, and proclaimed him Imperor 
of India. 

Native troops in Delhi long 
“smouldering in discontent and wrath, 
had joined the Meerut raiders ; in the 
Icuropean quarter houses were smok- 
ing, blood was spilt. This was the 
word which came to Lieut. George 
Willoughby, the young English officer 
who was in command of the am- 
munition magazine of her British 
Majesty in Delhi. 

THI BEGINNING OF 
. THis REBELLION, 

The great Sepoy rebellion, 

had been preparing for months, had 


broken out when least expected, late |

FOUR RACED TO SAFETY, - 
There was a splitting crash, a

welter of smoke and dust; the strug- 
gling babel, Willoughby and three 
comrades, running fast, got to the 
Kashmir Gate and out of Delhi. Tha

.their guns, and two men more, one a 


licutenant, were buried under the 
shattered walls of the great myaga- 
zine. Hundreds of rebel nafives per- 
ished, too. The revolt had met with 
its first setback, and the Sepoys 
realized something of the  ‘“‘Jast 
ditch’ spirit with which Englishmen 
could die.

and the British, paralyzed with sur- 
prise, had so far made small effort 
to resist.

Might other Britons were with 
Willoughby in the magazine, and 
there were also. dozen or more Lasy 
car workmen, upon whom small de- 
pendence could be placed. As soon as 
word came to Willoughby that the 


mutineers were in possession of the | 


palace he set te work _to fortify the 
arsenal. The gates were closed ant 
barricaded, and light guns, charged 
with double grapeshot, were set up 
where they could sweep the street 
down which the mob must cote. 
The native workmen were already 
showing signs of uneasiness. With the 
ereatest reluctance they accepted 
weapons and they bungled orders and 
pretended not to understand. 

Then Willoughby called Scully, one 
of his subordinates, and ordered him 
to lay a train to the powder maga- 
zine. Rather than let the arsenal fall 
into the hands of the furious Sepoys, 
Willoughby proposed to blow it and 
himself to pieces. 

Hardly had the preparations been 
completed when the brown — troops 
swept down the street. A leader de- 
manded the surrender of the place in 
the name of the King of Delhi. No 
answer was returned. Then sealing 
ladders were set up against the 
huilding, and like a bunch of rats 
escaping from a ship the  Lasear 
workmen swarmed to the housetop 
and joined the mob outside. 

MOWED DOWN BY GUNS. 

Then the firing began. The British 
guns mowed down Hindus in the 
street, but there were plenty more 
to take their places. And — inside 
there were only nine Englishmen, 
adders were leaned against the 
walls time and again, time and again 
they were thrown down. 

Willoughby and his companions 
fought on, their faces black = with 
smoke, through ‘the hot afternoon, 
reloading their = gms—tough work, 
that, for it was before the days of 
breech-loading — pieces. Had there 
heen thirty Englishmen there instead 
of nine it is possible they = might 
have held out, but as it ‘was, there 
were not even men cnough to feteh 
ammunition when that near at hand 
was exhausted. 

Outside in the street the mob was 
growing. The attempts to rush the 
walls came faster-and faster, for the 
natives were working themselves up 
into fanatic fury at the stout and un- 
expected resistance of the arsenal’s 
defenders, They needed that arsenal. 
Jt meant guns and ammunition for 
everyone who chose to fight. 

Two of the Britons had fallen at 
their guns. The ammunition near at. 
hand was gone. No attempt was to

A Real Dairy Cattle Indus- 
try in the West 


(The Homestead) 

At Red Deer last week some dairy 
history was made that puts this sec- 
tion of the Dominion undisputably in 
the running as a dairy cattle breeds 
ing ground. At Messrs. Trimble's 
dispersion sale some fifty head of 
purebred Ayrshire cattle, mostly — of 
their own breeding, were sold at an 
average of close to $200, several 
1913 calves being included in this 
average. aking into consideration 
the facts that at this time of the 
year such a sale in this country 
will draw few farmers outside — of 
the neighborhood because of farm 
work, the sale was .,, snappy success. 
The Alberta Ayrshire men rallied to 
the standards of the hardy Scotch 
milkers and refused to allow the 
bidding to lag at any time.  Prob- 
ably the loyalty of the Ayrshire 
men at this sale is as auspicious a 
thing as we have seen inthe breed- 
ing circles of the west. The mere 
fact that breeders are getting to- 
wether to boost the interests of the 
breed rather than hanging away for 
mere selfish gains is something 
worth more than the mere selling of 
this fine herd of cattle. True, the 
sale was successful cnough, too, a 
record being hune up in the sale of 
that great cow. Woodside Lovely 7th, 
that leaves other breeders something 
to aim at in future operations. The 
fact that coast breeders from Van- 
couver, who buy the best only, came 
to this Red Deer sale and carried off 
some of the choicest show animals 
for their own herds gives an idea of 
the renown of Alberta’ bred live 
stock. Alberta Jerseys, Holsteins, 
and Ayrshires have all been getting 
some widespread publicity. They have 
been vetting this because of what 
they have been doing at the pail as 
well as in the show ring, and the 
two sales held at Red Deer, as well 
as the one at Calgary, the past 
year, Have done much to put the 
West on a solid dairy footing. Most 
of these herds have been distributed 
at home, where they were — well 
known, but outside buyers are learn- 
ing mare and more of what we have 
and the kind of stock we are breed- 
ing, ard are beginning to come here 
for it. Naturally our dairy industry 
if at yet in its infancy ; but it is a 
healthy infaney that is already niak- 
ing itself heard by the neighbors,

The directors of the Red Deer Agri 
ultural Society, through the gener- 
ous assistance of the Cunningham 
Land Co and the Department of Agri 
culture, are offering $400 in cight 
special prizes, four each, for the best 
ten acres of Oats and of Barley. 
Some of the requirements are:— 

Rules Governing Competition 

Nields entered for competition 
shall consist of not than 
ten acres in a block and shall be 
situated within twenty miles of the 
headquarters of the Agricultural 
Society with which entry is made. 
The ten acres entered for competi- 
tion must be selected before the ar- 
rival of the judge, and staked out in 
such a manner that the judge will be 
able to distinguish the block entered 
without difficulty. Neglect to do this 
will be considered a disqualification. 
In order to avoid mistakes and to 
secure information concerning meth- 
ods of improvements, €ompetitors 
should accompany the judge to the 
field. 

Each competitor shall enter with 
one Agricultural Society only and 
must be a member of that Society.
